can lines despite a damaged left wing.

Oakdale, Pennsylvania, Rocked By Two Huge Blasts As Plant 
Making Munitions For Government Is Blown Up; Red 
Cross Nurse, Ministering to Wounded, Suffers Loss of 
Leg In Second Explosion; Doctors and Nurses Rushed 
to the Scene on Special Trains. 


P I T T S B U R G , M ay 18-— The Allegheny counties' greatest industrial trag­ 
edy since the outbreak of the war claimed 100 lives this afternoon when a 
tremendous explosion wrecked the plant of the Aetna Chemical company at 
Oakdale, near here. 
With the explosion of a large quantity of Trinitrotoluol, the lives of prob­ 
ably one hundred skilled war workers were snuffed out, and upwards of 250 
others were injured. 
In a second explosion an hour and 40 minutes tater, a small structure 
housing the TNT plant went up and four score were added to the roil of in­ 
jured. 
A Red C ross nurse was struck by a steel girder as she ministered to 
wounded workers. 
Her right leg was severed just above the knee 
Several surrounding towns were rocked by the explosions. 
Every win­ 
dow in Oakdale was shattered. 
The dead and injured were thrown over a 
wide radius by the force of the explosion. 
Scores were so badly hurt that wheelbarrows, handcarts, and children’s 
express wagons were commandeered to take them to the first aid statinos 
established in drug stores and schools. 
Hundreds of doctors and nurses from Pittsburg and other cities were 
rushed to the scene on special trains.

Huff has notified the sellers th at the 
stuffs is absolutely w orthless to him, 
as the cost of it distributed on the 
land is as much as good 
fertilizer 
should be, and he lias decided not to 
accept any more of it nor pay for what 
has already arrived. This decision has 
been announced to the Los Angeles 
shippers, who prom ised to send a rep­ 
resentative here today to confer with 
Huff on the subject.

Michigan and New Ham pshire prohibition laws went 
into effect May first. The drys have been m aking a clean 
sweep at local option elections in New' Jersey. 
Large 
gains were also registered in New York and Illinois. 
More than moo Chicago saloons will be out of business 
at Hie end of tin* fiscal year. 
I,os Angeles has rid itself 
of the saloon, and it' any change at all is made in Ixia 
Angeles ever again it will be to throw out the wholesale 
houses, too. 
The drys are marching on. 
Tile onrush of the anti­ 
saloon movement is sweeping forward to that day when 
the United States will be aide to stand up and say. ‘ The 
task is done.” 
Orange county and Santa Ana went dry years ago, 
and the longer they have remained dry the more firmly 
fixed was the conviction that the carrying of prohibition 
ordinances was the tiling to do. 
It was Hie thing to do 
at tile tim e they were carried, and there has uot been 
a m inute since then when those who voted for them 
could honestly say that they regretted voting as they did. 
On the other hand, scores of men who voted in favor 
of keeping the county or the city wet. freely admit that 
they cast m istaken votes 
As month after month and 
year after year under dry laws have gone by, they have 
come to realize that in tile long run tile change from wet 
to dry was one of the greatest achievement* in Hie ids 
tory of the county and city. 
in recent years the tide of public opinion has aet 
in strongly toward national prohibition. 
A dry I tilted 
States is inevitable. 
It is bound to come. 
While we believe we are safe in m aking lids asser 
Hon. we must not go to sleep at tile switch. 
We have 
a part to play, a fight to make, and we m ust see to it 
that ear duty is well done. 
The issue is before us. 
In the coming elections, Cali 
form a must carry forward tile banner. 
The question of national prohibition is not to be 
subm itted to the voters on a straight yes or no basis. 
The m easure by which the nation is to be m ade dry is 
a proposed constitutional amendment, which must be 
ratified by three-fourths of the state legislatures of the 
Union. 
All that California can do about it, and the 
thing California must do and is going to do 
is to elect 
a legislature that will vote in favor of ratifying the 
national amendment. 
Orange county’s share in seeing that the legislature 
votes right is to send to the legislature u man who will 
vote dry and whose ability, personality and character will 
be of decided assistance to the dry forces at the legis­ 
lature. 
W alter Eden is that man. 
He has the undivided 
hacking of the dry forces of Orange county, and with the 
endorsem ents already given bim there is no question as 
to ins election. 
S tate Senator Evans of Riverside, who represents 
the senatorial district of which Orange county is a part, 
holds over for another term iii the legislature. 
Me is 
with the dry forces, heart and soul, aud as one of the 
strong men of the state Senate he is going to be a fit 
representative of this district in the senate whan the 
tim e conies for the line up and scrimmage. 
W hile it is true that the governor will have no vote 
upon the national am endm ent, and while it is true that 
he cannot veto the act of the legislature upon that meas­ 
ure, It is of great im portance that the governor lie in 
tall sym pathy with the carrying of the am endm ent. 
A 
word from him may be worth many votes In the legis 
lature. 
The power of an adm inistration in carrying or 
blocking legislation is too well known for w asting of 
breath in argument upon tile question as to w hether or 
not the governor and lieutenant-governor should be 
pledged to and actively interested in the dry cause. 
T here are going to be dry m easures and sem idry 
m easure* presented upon the ballot in November 
Those 
proposals are for stat** legislation, but it will only be 
through the election of an assemblyman and a governor 
and a lieutenant-governor that we will have a voice in 
the establishm ent of national prohibition. 
As the banner dry-vote-casting county in the state, 
in proportion to the vote cast, Orange county is to make 
no m istake in doing the things this fall that will count 
the must in the marching-on movement of the dry forces 
of Am erica.

Com m ittee, is in charge of this work. 
To save Ute lives of these California children means 
th at closer application must he made of m any existing 
laws relating to infant welfare. 
It also m eans th at many 
new lines of work for prom oting children's health must 
bn undertaken. 
American children are the most impor­ 
tant things in the world—our future lies in them .

S anta Ana, through its Child's VV’elfare Station, at 
ybf, headquarters of the Associated C harities, can do its 
"■•BAM saving the live* of bulies.

Santa Ana has no Blunts, alm ost 
none of the Illiterate class of Incompetents to be found 
ip large cities and does not suffer from the crowded con­ 
ditions prevailing in portion* of larger cities.

problem in the saving of baby life ie among the Mexicans. 
Gradually we are coming to a realisation of the fact 
that the Mexicans are here to stay, and that it is b o w 
and Is going to be alw ays our duty to give them direct 
atten tio n and constructive assistance.

Texas Good Roads Association will or­ 
ganize its members into a motor trans­ 
port committee and offer its services 
to the state and national government 
for 
transporting
